Tbe Financial Record is discussing 


the price of wtMHt, whioh IB eerUin to 
have an Immense influence upon busi- 
ness conditions. It considers it fair to 
••7 that with wheat at 65 aenta per 
bushel in Obioago it will yield the 
farmer at tbe place o( production only 
80 cent* per bushel. Fifty-cent wheat, 
therefore, means 50-cent labor and por- 
tends a proportionate valuation on all 
other things that represent labor, 
henoe from tbia time on tbe market 
course of wheat ehonld be oarefally 
watched as a guide. 


Last year there waa an average 


wheat crop in the United States, while 
the wheat crop waa almost u total fall- 
are la tbe grain growing districts of 
India, Russia and the Argentine Con- 
federation, this year there ia a good 
aTerage crop in all wheat producing 
countries. Last year, because of the 
failure of tbe wheat crop abroad, wheat 
almost doubled in price in the United 
States. The aaranoe In tbe price was 
attributed by Mr. Banna's organs to 
tbe administration. They would have 
it that Providence caused a famine in 
India and Russia for the benefit of 
Hannaism in the United States, and 
scooted the idea that tbe prioe of an 
ounce of silver had any connection 
with the prioe of a bushel of wheat, 
though tbe market prices of tbe metal 
and tbe grain since silver was demone- 
tized, proved what the silver men 
alleged. Now that the prioe of wheat 
has declined to 66 cents at Chicago, 
the great wheat market of the United 
States, the. gold organs will not admit 
that tbe decline Is attributable to tbe 
conree of the administration, for which 
« year ago they claimed the credit of 
advancing tbe price of the grain.

The war with Spain, according to the 


published statements of the depart- 
ments at Washington, cost the country 
$160,000,000. The Government issued 
bonds to the amount of $200,000,000 for 
the alleged purpose of carrying on the 
war. 
A war revenue tax was imposed, 


the receipts from which in the month 
of July averaged over $1,000,000 a day, 
and it is probable that tbe receipts 
from the tax for August will equal 
those of July. 


As the bonds are to run tea years, 


they cannot be redeemed before that 
time, except at tbe option of tbe hold- 
ers, 
if tbe Treasury was overflowing 


with money. Why then should not 
the war revenue tax be repealed at 
once f It is annoying as well ai bur- 
densome to the poor people, who • have 
to pay the greater part of it, and as the 
necessity for it ceased when the Span- 
iards surrendered, why not wipe,it off 
the statutes?. Had no bonds been 
Issued, or even if tbe bonds oonld be 
redeemed at the option of tbe Govern- 
ment, there would be some excuse for 
continuing the war revenue tax, but 
under existing conditions there seems 
to be none, aa there IB more money in 
the Treasury now from the sale of 
bonds than can be used by the Govern- 
ment. Every dollar withdrawn from 
circulation and boarded in the Treas- 
ury makes times so much harder,. and 
$33,000,000 a month taken directly from 
the pockets of the people, for revenue 
•temps, will soon deplete the purses of 
many of them.
